Orphan Meets Death, Joseph F. 
Forderer, Former Mayor of 
Alameda, Dies of Injuries 


San Franoisco.—Victor Nicholson, 
6 years old, and Joseph F. Forderer, 
former Mayor of Alameda, are dead 


and fifteen orphans living at the 
Fred Finch Orphanage in Fruitvale, 
are more or less seriously injured as 
the result of a collision between a 
Southern Vacific electric train and 
an automobile in the Havenscourt 
district of Oakiand at 2:30 o'clock 
p. m., July 1. 

The accident occurred at Bond 
street and Sixty-fourth avenue. The 
electric train, traveling at a rapid 
speed, crashed into the very center 
of the automobile, crushing it and 
its human freight and scattering the 
children by the side of the track for 
fifty feet. 

Victor Nicholson died at the Emer- 
gency Hospital in Oakland and Ford- 
erer at Fabiola Hospital. 

Helen Ranyi, 7 years old, Mildred 
Stinson, $, and Irene Frowue, 6, were 
taken to the Emergency Hospital, 
painfully but not seriously cut and 
bruised. 

At the Alameda County Hospital 
at San Leandro, where eight of the 
children were taken, Edna Carruth, 
7 years old; Marie Wilson, 7; Mar- 
cella Chappell, 11, and Elizabeth 
Roeder, 10, were the most seriously 
injured. Edna Carruth’s collarbone 
was broken, Marie Wilson suffered 
serious abrasions and lacerations of 
the head and arms, Marcella Chap- 
pell was painfully bruised, and L[liz- 
abeth Roeder, 10, suffered a deep 
scalp wound, 

Forderer, who lived at 1212 Re- 
gent street, Alameda, had called at 
the orphanage early in the morning 
to take sume of the children for an 
automobile ride out the boulevard 
to Llayward. It was while they were 
returning trom the ride that the ac- 
cident happened. 

Mortimer Smith, who lives near 
che scene of the-accident, and who 
was a Witness to the collision, de- 
clarés that the brakes of Forderer’s 
machine seemed to suddenly jerk 
into place when the car was directly 
abreast of the train, The oncoming 
train, running at its regular speed, 
crashed into the machine before Mo- 
torman Kumer realized that the au- 
tomobile was stalled. 

A call was sent in to the Melros: 
police station. Acting ‘Chief of Vo 
lice William IF. Woods headed thy 
corps of police who rushed to the 
seene of the accident. 

Two automobiles were pressed into 
service and one carried some of the 
children to the County Hospital at 
San Leandro and the other four of 
the little ones and Iorderer were 
rushed to the Mmergency Hospital in 
Oakland, 

Forderer was one of the most 
prominent citizens of Alameda. He 
was Vice-president of the Forderer 
Cornice Works in San Francisco, a 
director of the Alameda National 
Bank and a trustee of the Alameda 
Methodist Episcopal Church. He had 
been connected with the Fred Finch 
Orphanage for several years and had 
devoted much of his time to its af- 
fairs. 


BODY OF “MILLIONAIRE” 
PAUPER 1S EXHUMED 


Remain of Thomas W. King to 
Be Sent East Today 


Sacramento.—The body of Thomas 
W, King, deseendant of General Rufus 
King, signer of the Constitution of the 
United States, was exhumed July 1. 
The Jonely and obscure grave yielded 
up the remains of an heir to half a 
million, scion of one of the Nation’s 
oldest families. Reinterment will be 
given the body in New York. 

After three years of dissipation fol- 
lowing the divorce action instituted by 
his wife, the former Miss Cornelia Pea- 
body, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Stephen 
Peabody, “No. 30 East Thirty-fourth 
street, New York City, King died an 
outcast at the Sacramento Hospital. 
Recently the identity of the stranger 
who thus came to an untimely end 
became known. 

A graduate of Yule, member of New 
York’s exclusive clubs, his marriage to 
Miss Peabody was one of the socicty 
events of New York’s elite in 1906. A 
baby girl was born to the couple in 
1907. In 1912 he was divorced by his 
wife. The following year he came West 
and begged help in Sacramento and 
was sent to the hospital in the county 
jail. In the first days of this year he 
joined the J. W. W. at Sacramento and 
a few days later, January 6, he dragged 
himself to the hospital at Sacramento, 
was givea medicinal treatment and died 
at.10 o'clock that evening.

Commander of British Vessel| Foreign Residents Are Menaced | Speaker's Daughter Married to 


Anglo-Californian Heroically 
Saves His Steamer 


Queenstown.—With nine dead sailors 
stretched on her deck, eight men lying 
wounded below, and her sides riddled 
with shot and shell, the British steam- 
ship Anglo-Californian steamed into 
Queenstown harbor Monday morning, 
July 5, after having withstood the at- 
tack of a German submarine for four 
hours, 

The Anglo-Californian left Montreal 
fur the British Isles on June 24th. The 
submarine was sighted at 8 o’clock last 
Sunday morning. Captain Parslow or- 
dered full steam ahead and wireless 
calls for assistance were sent out. 

The submarine on the surface proved 
tu be a tur speedier craft and speedily 
vverhauled her, meanwhile deluging her 
with shells, One shot put the wireless 
apparatus one the Anglo-Californian out 
vi action, Linding he could not escape 
hy ruuning for it, Captain VParslow de- 
voted his attention to maneuvering his 
ship to prevent the submarine from 


usiig turpedves elfeetively. 

‘Our captain was a brave man,’’ said 
one of the narrators, ‘‘ile kept at his 
post on the bridge, coolly giving orders 
as the submarine cireled around us 
vainly sceking to get a position from 
Which it could give us a death blow 
With torpedoes. All the whale the 
uuderwate? boat continued to rain shot 
aud shell upon us, and at times was so 
close that she was able to employ them 
etfectively, 

“At last one shell blew the captain 
of the bridge, killing him outright and 
terribly mutilating him, Just before 
that he had ‘yiven orders to launeh the 
boats, but this was very difficult under 
‘he shell tire, Several meno were struck

RUSSIAN PROVINCE 
OBIECT OF GERMANS 


Assisted by the Austrian Allies, 
Teutons Are Bending Every 
Effort to Capture Warsaw

Berlin.—-The German 


nik, in the southern district of Russian 
Veland, according to the official state- 
ment issued July 2 by the German army 
headquarters, The statement also says 
the Russian forees in the region west 
f Zamose have been driven back. 

London.—Evidently bent upon a de. 
cisive victory against the Russians, the 
Germans are not yet sending troops to 
the western front, but, assisted by their 
Austrian allies, are making every effort 
to capture’ Warsaw, 

Berlin eclaiins further advances by 
the great Austro-German armies in 
Galicia, while Field Marshal von Mae- 
kensen is pushing steadily ahead be 
tween the Vistula and Bug rivers. 

Berlin. — General von Mackensen's 
army has penetrated Russia from the 
Galician frontier to within 37 miles of 
Lublin, Vangorod, the fortress guard- 
ing the southern approach to Warsaw, 
the Polish eapital, is about 30 miles 
northwest of Lublin, and the steady 
swing of von Mackensen’s left wing 
into Russian territory is advaneing to- 
ward the railroad) whieh runs from 
Warsaw through Vangorod and east:

Washington.—Formal request for 
the extradition of General Huerta on 
various criminal charges has been 
presented to Governor Ferguson of 
Texas by the Villa Governor of Chi- 
huahua State. 

This latest complication in the 
status of the former Mexican dicta- 
tor, now facing prosecution at El 
Paso for alleged violation of Amer- 
ican neutrality laws was brought to 
the attention of the federal govern- 
ment July 1 by Governor Ferguson, 
who forwarded the Villa Governor's 
request to the State Department. Sec- 
retary Lansing referred the’ matter 
to Solicitor Johnson. 

So long as Huerta is wanted by 
the Department of Justice, the 
charges preferred by federal agents 
will take precedence. 


Washington.—Faced with unpar- 
alleled conditions of famine and an- 
archy in Mexico City, threatening the 
safety of foreigners, officials of the 
United Statas are giving serious con- 
sideration to measures of relief. 

Dispatches by courier to Vera Cruz 
from the Brazilian Minister at Mex- 
ico City are before Secretary Lansing 
here, and President Wilson, who may 
authorize an effort to obtain consent 
of General Carranza to send supplies 
into the old capital through neutral 
agencies. 

“Only the opening of the railroad 
from Mexico City to Vera Cruz,” said 
one of the Brazilian Minister’s mes- 
sages, ‘‘can bring relief to the situa- 
tion.” 

The dispatches, the first the de- 
partment had received in nearly two 
weeks from the Mexican capital, re- 
vealed that while the cable from the 
city was not cut, Carranza authorities 
refused to permit messages to pass. 
It is understood inquiry will be made 
hy the United States of General Car- 
ranza to learn the responsibility for 
the stoppage of diplomatic communi- 
cations. 

Villa’s battle with Obregon July 1 
at Lagos was described in a message 
from his headquarters at Aguas Cali- 
entes to Enrique C. Llorente, head of 
his agency here. 

“General Villa ordered several bri- 
gades to move from San _ Bartolo 
Hacienda near Penuelas to execute a 
flanking movement uponm Lagos,’’ the 
dispatch says. “The expeditionary 
column was commanded by General 
Canuto Reyes. At midnight our 
forces reached the rear of Lagos and 
the battle began. For eight hours it 
continued desperately, ending in the 
complete rout of the Carranza forces, 
who fled in great disorder toward 
Leon. 

“Our forces captured two cannon 
and three supply trains, which were 
burned. We inflicted heavy losses 
and made many prisoners, Our troops 
fought with great enthusiasm and 
courage. At 8 o’clock a. m. the con- 
vention forces occupied Lagos and 
at this moment our wounded are be- 
ginning to arrive in automobiles in 
Aguas Calientes, bringing us first 
news of the victory. Our casualties 
were not so heavy.in comparison with

WONDERFUL VIEW AFFORDED TO 
»>THE AVIATOR, 


At That Height Two Hundred Miles of 
the Earth, In Every Direction, 
May Be Seen—lits Effect 
on the Nerves. 


Augustus Post writes of the “Experi- 
ences of an Airman.” He has been up 
four miles and tells how the earth 
looks from that altitude. 

“For every mile’s ascent,” he writes, 
“96 miles of view open out, so that 
at the highest point I have reached, 
more than four miles, one could see 
200 miles on the earth’s surface in 
every direction, unless low-hanging 
clouds Iie between the aeronaut and 
the rest of humanity. Sometimes like 
fields of polar ice, sometimes opal and 
rose and gold—-it is a wonderful thing 
to see the upper side of a sunset— 
the floor of the clouds, ever shifting, 
ever taking on more varied shapes, 
moves beneath you, or you rise 
through a high-floating one, in a brief 
white solitude. 

“One side of the cloud floor may 
be red above the last rays of the sun, 
while waves of orange, purple and sul- 
phurous yellow stretch across to the 
cold blues of the east and the silver 
splendor of the moon, for it is at full 
moon that long distance balloon races 
are always arranged to take place. 
Here and there fountain-like forms 
rise from the mass stretching beneath 
you and curl back like giant flowers; 
they are currents of. hot air breaking 
through the cloudbank from below. 

“Your pulse rate rises, your respira- 
tion grows faster, perhaps your hands 
and feet are a trifle numb, as the 
barograph needle rises—indeed, by 
this time it has risen above the card 
entirely, for the instruments common- 
ly in use record only to 16,000 feet, 
and is making its mark in the metal 
cylinder; in time it will leave the cyl- 
inder altogether. 

“If you open a bottle of water the 
air that has been confined at a lower 
level pops out as if you were open- 
{ng a bottle of charged water. Going 
higher still—for men have reached an 
altitude of seven miles—the air is so 
thin that one must take along oxygen 
to breathe, the pressure of sea level 
being 15 pounds. Up here you are sub- 
jected to only half the pressure; you 
feel lighter than cork; the nerves are 
drawn taut, 

‘Tf you poke a pencil or your, finger 
{nto your skin the indentation will 
remain just like making a hole in a 
piece of putty. Doctors call this 
‘pitting,’ and on the surface of the 
earth they take {t as a proof that life 
is extinet. There is legs ‘mountain 
sickness’ than one would think, judg: 
ing from the nausea felt on the high 
peaks of the earth, but then in moun- 
tain climbing there is great physical 
exertion, exhaustion even, and here 
there i8 absolute calm—nothing to do 
till tomorrow, and that seems a long 
way ahead with no breeze, no sound, 
no motion save as some movement of 
your own jars the basket a trifle.”— 
American Magazine. :

BOTH BAR AND LOGK 


Invention Designed to Foil Bur- 
glar’s Activities, 


From Description If Would Seem to 
Be Admirably Adapted for the 
Purpose—Operates From 
the Outside. 


A lock that is virtually unpickable 
and proof against burglar’s jimmy, 
besides being simple in construction 
and inexpensive to make, has just been 
patented by Julius Grossmann of New 
York. 

The inventor got his idea when drop- 
ping a bar over a store goor on clom 
ing one night. It occurred to him that 
{f such a bar could be dropped inside 
the door by the mere turning of a key 
outside, it would furnish greater se 
curity than any other method of lock- 
ing. This is just what his lock does. 

The diagram that accompanies this 
{s of the lock as seen from the inside 
of the door. On the outside it is the 
ordinary Yale lock. In this 1 ts the 
bolt that drops into the slots 6 and 7. 
It 1s pivoted at 2 and raised or lowered 
by the tumblers 4 and 5, which re 
volve on the bolt 3.

With this lock on a door one goes 
out, closes the door and turns the key. | 
This not only locks the latch as usual, 
but drops the bolt over the hasps on! 
door and Jamb. This cannot be lifted 
with a jimmy, nor can it be raised by 
anything but the key. 


Laying Submarine Cables.

teau which all the world 
knows. France nowadays dispenses 
with kings and emperors, but none the 
less decrees a semiregal housing for 
her presidents. The Tuileries having 
been burned down, the only suitable 
remaining palace in Paris was the 
Elysee, and there the presidents of the 
third republic have succeeded one an- 
other, as indeed Napoleon III preced- 
ed them, during the brief period when 
he bore the name of president. The 
building, which is not large, was erect- 
ed in 1718, its architect being Molet. 
Mme. de Pompadour inhabited it when 
Louis XV was king. Under Napoleon 
it sheltered the great emperor himself 
for a while, and then other members 
of his family; but the charm that 
abides in it comes from its frolicsome 
days. If it is not overwhelmingly splen- 
did, it is-atleast not imitative. It is 
the genuine outcome of local French 
traditions, and belongs visibly to its 
time and place in the world’s history. 
In England there has been retained 
for the king a palace which has 
evolved out of a medieval fortress and 
still preserves many of its authentic 
Windsor is, in part at.least, 
an ancient shell, adapted more or less 
satisfactorily. to modern uses, says 
Martin Conway in Country Life. It 


| matters not that some of its more 


medieval looking features, such as the 


' Round Tower, are quite modern. It 


is the effect of the whole that counts, 
the aspect of the total building in its 
place, and that is superbly suggestive 
of the ancient dignity and long tradi- 
tion which makes English life what 
{t is and what the life of an English 
king fitly represents, 
Palaces of Czar and Kaiser. 

Only at Moscow and Prague are con- 
tinental monarchs housed in palaces 
even remotely corresponding to Wind- 
sor. The Hradschin, indeed, hardly 
counts, for it is really the remains of 
a fortified city, the palace within it 
having been mainly rebuilt during the 
sixteenth and following centuries, 
though some fifteenth century parts 
are preserved within it. With Mos- 
cow it is otherwise. The Kremlin be- 
yond question imposes itself upon a 
spectator as a great expression of 
Its assemblage of pal- 


aces, churches and national monu- 


ments corresponds to the close union 
still existing between the government 
and the religion of the people. 

Moscow itself, however, is not the 
Russta of today; it is the Russia that 
hes gone by. The czar may visit Mos- 

-cow;. he does not live there. In and 
about Petrograd he has several pal- 
aces: the Winter palace in the city, 
Gatchina, Tsarskoie-Selo, and others, 
but Peterhof is the favorite, and Peter- 
hof was built in 1720 by Peter the 
great and afterwards enlarged by 
Catherine II. Here the imfluence of 
Versailles is obvious and confessed. 
The profusion of fountains, and espe- 
cially the long canal leading straight 
away through the park from opposite 
the middle of the palace facade, are 
evident Versailles features, and plenty 
more might be cited. 

No less French in style are some of 
the Prussian palaces. The old Berlin 
Schloss, indeed, has a continuous his- 
tory of building and rebuilding from 
the di of Elector Frederick II in the 
fifteckth century, and though Freder- 
tek, the first Prussian king of that 
name, intended to do away with all the 
work of his predecessors, his big

This is the favorite sum- 
mer residence of the court, and it was 
here that Frederick III died after his 
brief and ineffectual reign. The build. 
ing itself is not large as palaces go, 
but possesses the palatial air plainly 
enough. There is the central pavilion, 
surmounted by a dome, flanked by two 
forward reaching wings at the ends of 
the long connecting parts on either 
side of it. 


Francis Josef’s Homes. 

The emperor of Austria is, perhaps, 
more richly endowed with official resi- 
dences than any other monarch except 
the king of Italy, who seems to have 
a@ palace in every city in his kingdom. 
The important palaces at Vienna are 
two, the Hofburg, in the heart of the 
city and Schoenbrunn, in the suburbs. 
The former is the chief official resi- 
dence, the latter the usual abode of 
the emperor when at the capital of the 
empire. The Burg is not imposing 
architecturally. It has been the site 
of the residence of Austrian princes 
ever since the thirteenth century, but 
they were small people at that time, 
and nothing remains of the building 
which housed them. 

What exists is an irregular assem- 
blage of edifices of different late dates 
grouped about a number of courts, to 
which the public has access, so that 
there is a continual coming and going 
of people in every part. I have not 
seen the palace for more than thirty 
years, and my memory of it is vague. 
Ponderous decoration characterized 
some parts of it; others were barrack: 
like in their plainness. It consisted 
then of a number of more or less sep- 
arate residences for royalties and of- 
ficials and of various offices and rooms 
devoted to the storage of state 
‘archives and the great library, while 
the Augustiner church, in which all 
the Hapsburgs are buried, is attached 
to it.

A Voice for Potatoes. 

Most persons tn this country have 
pitied the men and women on the con- 
tinent of Europe who are compelled 
to eat bread made wholly or partly 
of potato flour. Yet here come ex- 
perts of the home economics depart- 
ment of Cornell telling us that pota- 
toes and theat may be a better food 
combination than bread and meat. 

These experts declare that there fs 
good reason for favoring potatoes 
NV \t, eggs and cereals, they say, con- 
tain mineral elements which give an 
excess of acids, while vegetables, fruit. 
and milk have an excess of bases that 
neutralize the acid. Meat produces an 
excess of acid, and the food that ac- 
companies it should, therefore, give an 
excess of alkali. Rice, bread, maca- 
roni and cornmeal produce acid, and 
so do not fill the need. But potatoes 
are the natural accompaniment of 
meat, because they produce bases. 
“Most persons,’ according to these 
experts, “should make it a point to eat 
more potatoes than they are now con- 
suming.’—Buffalo’ Express.
